67. A network identifier resolution^ system equipped with a plinaliiy of terminals, a switch or 
exchange which accorrunodates/each terminal of a plurality of terminals and a server, wherein 

each terminal of die^luraliiy of terminals comprising: 
a processor that recjeives a communication request message, determines a first identifier 
firom the commumcation request message, checks a local storage area for a corresponding
